Gettysburg under snow, so long that 
we almost forgot what fun it is to 
make a giant snowman for the 
neighborhood children . . . to feel 
the soft white flakes against one’s 
cheek . . . or to dig the family car 
out of a deep, deep drift. 
There are different ways to look 
at snow and everyone yesterday had 
i his own idea about the soft white 
blanket which turned the town into 
a winter wonderland. 
From the viewpoint of work, there 
were the men on Lincoln Square. 
Tuesday afternoon, busily engaged 
in removing stalled cars blocking the 
way of the huge state snow plow 
which shoved the drifts aside like a 
giant hand . . . other men were op­ 
erating the borough loader to re­ 
move the snow from tho street 
Some Are Burdened 
On every block men were sweep­ 
ing snow from their parked autos

white surface . . . mail-carners and 
newsboys struggled with heavy bags 
to maintain their equilibrium . . .
